The subject matters of claims 2, 10 and 18 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 
and 2, and document 3 cited in the ISR. 

A technology of communicating information on the equipment between apparatuses according to SOAP 
protocol is well known as described, for example, in document 3, specification, paragraph 0043. 

The subject matters of claims 7, 15 and 23 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-3. 

A feature wherein the functions that are lacking are substituted by those available to the robot apparatus 
is not described in any of documents 1-3. 

The international applicant claims in an unofficial comment on the international search and 
opinion dated 13 August 2004 that the subject matters of claims 1-6, 8-14, 16-22 and 24 appear to involve 
an inventive step over documents 1 and 2 in the feature wherein "motion data describing machine motions, 
or an application program to perform recognition and/or behavior control is provided." As discussed above, 
however, a person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of the subject matters of claims 1-6, 8-14, 
16-22 and 24 by using the software provided in the technology described in document 1 as motion data 
describing machine motions, or an application program to perform recognition/behavior control. 
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
